SUMMARY OF BILL:     Changes reporting date from May 1 to February 15
for reports to the Fiscal Review Committee and Department of Health regarding
prompt payment by TennCare MCOs.  Requires the Department of Commerce
and Insurance to monitor TennCare claims processing compliance on a
monthly basis.

Assumes a need for 13 positions and associated expenses in
the Department of Commerce and Insurance to monitor
prompt payment by MCOs on a monthly basis.  TennCare will
reimburse for expenditures with a 50% Federal share.
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
